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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of the Application 

1. Claims 1-9 are pending in this application. 

2. If applicant is aware of any prior art or any co-pending application not already on 
record, the applicant is reminded of his/her duty under 37 C.F.R §1 .56 to disclose the 
same. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

3. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed to 
non-statutory subject matter. A single claim which claims both a system and the method 
steps is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 based on the theory that the claim is directed to 
neither a "process" nor a "machine," but rather embraces or overlaps two different 
statutory classes of invention set forth in 35 U.S.C. 101 . Claim 1 is directed to a method 
and overlaps disclosure of a system "a control system which is enabled to receive, 
process and display information on a website". 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

v The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 

claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-2 and 5-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

6. Claim 1 recites the limitation "information comprising the code" and Claim 2 
recites the limitation "storing the code". There is insufficient antecedent basis for this 
limitation in the claim. Applicant specified "identification codes" in claim 1 and then 
broadened the limitation by disclosing "the code" in claim 1 and in claim 2. It is unclear 
as to what "code" the applicant is referring to. 

7. Claim 5 recites the limitations "additional information". There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Applicant did not specify as to what 
"additional information" he is referring to. 

8. Claim 6-8 recites the limitation "a pre-established rule". There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Applicant did not specify disclosure of a 
"pre-established rule" and the limitation can be interpreted to read on any set of rules. It 
is unclear as to what the applicant is referring to. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

9. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

10. Claims 1-2 and 4-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Rogan et al. (US Publication No. 20010056372) in view of Clarke-Boiling et al. (US 
Patent Noi 5,392,983). 

1 1 . Regarding Claim 1 . Rogan discloses a method for sending gifts marked with 
identification codes, providing a control system which is enabled to receive, process and 
display information on a website that is accessible to the users from the internet, 
receiving a first input of information into the control system from a first user, the first 
input of information comprising the code that is marked on the particular gift with first 
data provided by the first user (Abstract, Figure 1, Figure 3), receiving a second input of 
information into the control system from a second user to which the gift has been sent, 
the second input of information comprising the code that is marked on the gift with 
second data input provided by the second user (Abstract, Figures 1-3, Paragraph 
[0047]), displaying the first and second data on the website (Figure 1 ). Rogan fails to 
explicitly disclose providing to users wraps for gifts. 

12. However, Clarke-Boiling discloses a reusable gift wrapping material (Abstract).

1 3. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to use the teachings of Clarke-Boiling in the device of 
Rogan reference to include providing to users wraps for gifts, for the advantage of 
providing customers with wraps that fits a variety of box sizes and shapes (Clarke- 
Boiling, Column 1 lines 66-68). 

14. Regarding Claim 2 . Rogan discloses a method comprising storing the code and 
first and second data in a database, sorting the first and second data in associated 
relationships with the code (Paragraph [0009]), and displaying on a website first and 
second data associated with the code of the particular gift (Paragraphs [0009] and 
[0042]). 

1 5. Regarding Claim 4 . Rogan discloses receiving the first input of information from 
the first user is carried out by receiving the first data which comprises a name 
associated with the first user together with a name associated with the second user to 
which the particular package is being sent (Figures 3-4). 

16. Regarding Claims 5-8 . Rogan discloses receiving inputs of additional information 
comprising additional data input from additional user to whom the particular package 
have been sent, and enabling users to access the information on the website (Abstract, 
Paragraph [0009], Paragraph [0042]). 



17. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C 103(a) as being unpatentable over Rogan et 
al. (US Publication No. 20010056372) in view of Clarke-Boiling et al. (US Patent No. 
5,392,983) further in view of Rudolph et al. (US Publication No. 2006/01 19471 A1). 
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18. Regarding Claim 3 . Rogan fails to disclose a method providing a tracking 
subsystem, enabling the tracking subsystem to access the database, receiving an input 
into the tracking subsystem of a request for a track history of the transfer of the 
particular wrap between the first and second users, and displaying the track history on 
the website. 

19. However, Rudolph discloses a method providing a tracking subsystem, enabling 
the tracking subsystem to access a database (Figure 1, Paragraph [0019]), receiving an 
input into the tracking subsystem of a request for a track history of the transfer of the 
particular wrap between the first and second users (Paragraph [0019]), and displaying 
the track history on the website (Paragraph [0022]). 

20. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to use the teachings of Rudolph in the device of Rogan 
reference to include providing a tracking subsystem, enabling the tracking subsystem to 
access the database, receiving an input into the tracking subsystem of a request for a 
track history of the transfer of the particular wrap between the first and second users, 
and displaying the track history on the website, for the advantage of providing computer 
systems and database systems to facilitate handling, tracking and control of packaged 
products (Rudolph, paragraph [0002]). 

21 . Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C 103(a) as being unpatentable over Rogan et 
al. (US Publication No. 20010056372) in view of Clarke-Bolling.et al. (US Patent No. 
5,392,983) further in view of Dutta et al. (US Patent No. 6,433,732). 
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22. Regarding Claim 9 , Rogan fails to disclose a method comprising a GPS chip 
which radiates emf location signals which are indicative of the chip's geographic 
location, and further comprising the steps of receiving the location signals, storing in a 
database a track history of the geographic locations of the chip, and displaying the track 
history on the website. 

23. However, Dutta discloses a method in which a package includes a GPS item 
locator that determines the location of the item being shipped, storing in a database a 
track history of the geographic locations and displaying the track history on a website 
(Abstract, Column 6 lines 1-39). 

24. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to use the teachings of Dutta in the device of Rogan 
reference to include a method comprising a GPS chip which radiates emf location 
signals which are indicative of the chip's geographic location, and further comprising the 
steps of receiving the location signals, storing in a database a track history of the 
geographic locations of the chip, and displaying the track history on the website, for the 
advantage of providing computer systems and database systems to facilitate handling, 
tracking and control of packaged products.
